300-Million Tax Steal Is Killed 


On February 19 the House Ways and Means Committee 


by a vote of 16 to 8 killed H. R. 6465, which aimed to federalize 
the present state-administered unemployment compensation 
system and pour into it 300 millions more of the taxpayers' 
dollars. 
The governors of Ihe various slates, 


©including our own Homer M. Adkins, 


fought the bill openly and hard. 


So did Ihe press and other business 


and industrial associations. 


The governors fought it because the 


states had rolled up surpluses in 
their unemployment funds, and would 
have seen all of this swept into the 
federal maw of the Social Security 
Board. 


The newspapers and other industries 


and businesses fought it because at 
the time the unemployment compen- 
sation tax was voted it was promised 
that tlie tax would be regulated by 
Ihc degree to which an employer 
had kept his own employes from be- 
coming a public burden. All these 
years Arkansas employers have been 
paying the full 3 per cent tax—2.7 
per cent lo the stale. .3 per cenl lo 
Hie federal government—and the me- 
rit-ruling system which will reduce 
the tax for employers with good re- 
cord is scheduled to go into effect 
after April 1. 


Had H. R. G4C5 become a law the 


merit-rating system would have been 
swept away along with the loss of state 
contol of unemployment funds. 


H. R. G4G5 was tlie repudiation of 


a solemn promise of government— 
and as such met the defeat which 
it deserved. 


Pushed to a showdown fight on 


the floor of congress—averted, how- 
ever, by its sudden death in tlie com- 
mittee-room—H. R. 6465 might well 
have led to ultimate repeal of un- 
employment compensation in its en- 
tirely.

Guard Cutter Alexander Hamilton 
lias been torpedoed by an enemy sub- 
marine off Iceland, the Navy an- 
nounced Monday. 


"While being towed into port," the 


Navy said "the ship capsized and had 
to be sunk by gunfire." The navy 
said the loss of life was "moderate" 
but gave no details or figures. 


The Alexander Hamilton was built 


in 1337 at New York and is 327 feet 
long and of 2,141 tons. 


She had a speed of 20 knots. Jane's 


Fighting Ships credited tlie vessel of 
her class with two or three five-inch 
51 calibre gu(ns plus anti-aircraft 
guns. 


The vessel was the first U. S. com- 


batant ship reported lost'in the vic- 
inity of Iceland since tlie U. S. de- 
clared war.

Allies Smash All 
But One Ship 
of Big Armada 


United Nations 
Have Chance to 
Wipe Out Enemy 
Forces on Bali 


By tlie Associated Press 
Having teamed up with warships 


in the smashing of an invasion army 
in the batlle of Bali, U. S. and Dutch 
planes operating alone were reported 
Monday to have dealt a blow at the 
Japanese offensive toward the other 
end of the stronghold island of Java, 
setting fire to a big transport and 
strafing other ships in the Banska 
Strait. 


The new attack was delivered main- 


ly by dive bombers, about 250 miles 
northwest of Batavia and off southern 
Sumatra. The stricken transport, was 
a ship of more than 10,000-lons, the 
Dutch reported in a communique. It 
said also that four Japanese planes 
were downed in attacks Sunday on. 
Java airfields. 


Coinciding with the assault the Unit- 


ed Nation's airmen machine-gunned 
other ships. 


Land on Bali 
At a cost of all but one ship of 


their invasion armada, accoidmg to 
the Dutch, the Japanese have over- 
run a part of the island of Bali on 
the east flank of the United Nations 
Java island stronghold, seizing an 
airdrome there within 200 bomber 
miles of Soerabaja, now the number 
one naval base of the defenders.

No one could say whether the Jap- 


anese had a second expedition uri- 
derway either to support Bali positions 
or using it as a feint to strike Java' 
in another quarter. Undoubtly the 
Japanese would try to capitalize on" 
their airdrome positions for the land- ; 
ing of airborne troops. 


Exposed to Annihilation 
Thus for the first time in the new 


Pacific war a sizable Japanese ex- 
peditionary force is exposed to an- 
nihilation—temporarily at least. 


Authorities in Batavia as well as 


the Netherlands Government in exile 
in London joined in the claims of 
victory over the invasion fleet. 


The fleet of warships and trans- 


ports which the Japanese sent against 
Bali appeared to have been poundecl 
to pieces with the running attack of 
Allied warships and bombers. 


It would not be incompatable with 


such a drubbing at sea for numbers 
of the seaborne troops to have won 
land positions before their ships were 
blasled behind them. 


However, it could be assumed that 


thousands of Japanese troops got no 
closer to Bali than the shark infest- 
ed waters. The first goal of the land- 
ing parties seems to have been an 
airdrome near the south coast of 
Bali. This was acknowledged to be 
in enemy hands. 


Acknowledging partial successes of 


the Japanese lunge at Bali a Batavia 
announcement said: 


"On the other hand strong Allied 


naval and air offensives against the 
Japanese expeditionary fleet was so 
successful that not a single warship 
or transport remained near Bali to 
give support or supplies." 


Details of Japanese losses in this 


action still were not complete but 
was understood lo have been con- 
siderable. 


If the enemy is lo exploil his foot- 


hold he must get through fresh in- 
vasion forces.

Fresh Air Doesn't 
Taste Fresh

NEW YORK-When you say th 


fresh air tastes good, its probably no 
the air. 


Fresh air tastes bad, if it has anj 


taste 
This has been discovered b 


British scientists while making com 
pressed air experiments with appn 
ratus for saving men from sunken 
submarines. 


The discovery is reported in Nature 


Britafnls 'Afficial science journal. 


The taste is described as harsh 


metallic and indefinable. It shows up 
when air is compressed to 8 to 
times normal density. 


The flavor is ascribed to nitrogen 


the gas which forms 79 per cent o 
air. Oxygen, 20 per cent of the air 
and the only other component whistfi 
seems large enough to have a taste 
probably does not account for the aii 
flavor. 


When oxygen in pure form is com- 


pressed, it too has a taste. 
Some 


people say it is sweet, others acid. 


It is described as like dilute ginger 


ale and like dilute ink with a Ibittle 
sugar. This oxygen taste shows up at 
6 to 7 times air density. 


Gases like oxygen and nitrogen had 


been supposed to be tasteless. 


Debunked 
The liquid found inside a coconut is 


not the milk, but rather a wather that 
can be used for drinking. Coconut 
milk is obtained from crushing the 
pulp and extracting the milky sub- 
stance.

places beside men in factories, in 
the building trades, on the collec- 
tive farms, and even in the army. 
Women pilots, gunners and bom- 
bardiers are found in the air force 
although they do little actual 
fighting. Their work is to train 
the young men for those posts. 


In contrast to czarist days in 


Russia, when the woman was con- 
sidered much in the same class 
as a pack animal, the Soviet revo- 
lution brought wholesale suffrage 
to the feminine population. 


Russian women are insulted if 


called members of the weaker sex 
They draw the same wages as men 
and in some cases equal men in 
strength and endurance.

and curtailed diet. They have liv- 
ed without automobiles (on anything 
comparable lo the scale on which 
they are used here). They have been 
forced lo scrimp and save and sacri- 
fice. 


Why? In order that the groat mili- 


tary machine might bo built which 
is now overrunning civili/.ed Europe. 


For more than 10 years the Jap- 


anese people, whose living standard 
has always been pitiably poor, have 
lived 
on bare 
subsistence, 
cutting 


deeper and deeper each year into a 
scale of living beside which that of 
an American family on relief is regal. 


Why? To build the ships and planes 


that struck at Pearl Harbor. To build 
the ships and planes and equip the 
men who now run smock in Malaya, 
the Dutch Indies, and the Philippines. 


For nearly 20 years the Italian peo- 


ple have been ground beneath a ty- 
ranny which has constantly taken 
more and more from the daily living 
of a people already by American 
slandards desperately poor. 


Why? To build 
the planes 
that 


bombed the Ethiopian natives, the 
tanks that rolled across Lybia, the 
ships that bedevil the Mediterranean. 


Now the world faces the result of 


all that sacrifice and denial, faces 
the weapons forged from the peo- 
ple's daily bread. We are in dead- 
ly conflict with all that, as it is now 
plain we must sooner or later have 
been anyway. 


Now wo can't get now cars and 


tires. It may be a little difficult to get 
nil the sugar one wants. Sometimes 
pay lags somewhat behind a rising 
cost of living. Profits aren't what they 
were. Everybody is asked to work 
harder and longer. It may not be 
easy to get gasoline for "Sunday driv- 
ing." We are asked to lend (not give) 
our savings; pay higher taxes. 


Yet one hears occasional grumbl- 


ing and complaining. Not from the 
two million men already called to 
arms; not from the two or three mil- 
lion men to follow; generally speaking 
they are ready to do whal is neces- 
sary to be done. 


Complaints come usually from those 


least hurt, and the violence of the 
complaint is usually in inverse pro- 
portion to the amount of sacrifice. 


In Greece, the children starve in 


the streets. In France, a proud peo- 
ple has been made to ask for scraps. 
In Norway and Czechoslovakia, free 
and upstanding folk cope daily and 
unarmed against a greedy invader in 
their midst. In Poland and Yugoslav- 
ia, people are hunted down like ani- 
mals. In Britain, peaceable folk have 
seen their homes tumble about their 
ears while the bombs took horrible

ON BATAAN PENINSULA, a mountainous, jungled region half the size 
of Rhode Island, Gen. Douglas MacArthur has commanded American and 
Filipino troops in a stand rivaling any battle.in U. S. history for intensity 
and heroism. MacArthur's men have stood off land, sea and air assaults ) 
with continued tenacity, slowly retiring toward the rocky fortress of Cor- 


regidor Island, supply and communications base protecting their rear. 


GUNS «f Corregidor and other U. S. 
forts dueled with Jap artillery across 
Manila Bay near Ternate, blasted 


barges lined up for invasion. 


DEATH IN. THE NIGHT came to barsreloads of Jap in- 
vaders in one of Bataan's historic encounters, Mac- 
Arthur's "air force"—a solitary P-40 pursuit plane- 
sighted approaching barges off the west coast one night 
and flashed a warning. 
American artillery and bombs 


from the plane smashed and fired the barges, stopped 
them all short of shore. In the morning there were dead 
Jap soldiers and smoking ruins of barges on the beach. 


"A BRAVE LOT, not afraid of death," one chronicler called the men with MacArthur. 
Pressed by 200,000 Japs, they have battled blitz in the jungles of Bataan with the strategy 
of American frontiersmen. When the enemy charged with planes, tanks, t r o o p s, U. S. 
forces have retired to prepared shelters in the mountain forests, only to emerge, make a 
stand, then counter-attack and drive the wearying foe back.. 
Anti-aircraft units have 


bagged many a Jap plane, asked for more; accurate artillery fire has blasted out enemy 
positions before the attackers:could get moving; and plucky Americans and Filipinos still 


asked to go on the offensive after two months of pounding.

Fighting Slows 
Up on Bataan 


MacArthur Reports 
Practically No 
Ground Activity 


WASHINGTON (/P)- The War De- 


partment reported Monday that fight- 
ing had died down in the Philippines 
on both Bataan Peninsula and in the 
duel between Manila Bay forts and 
Japanese shore batteries. 


A communique said there was prac- 


tically no enemy air or ground activ- 
ity in the past 24 hours on the Pen- 
insula and that firing between harbor 
defenses and siege guns batteries 
had ceased. There was no explana- 
tion. 


Three weeks have lapsed since Gen- 


eral Douglas MacArthur's outnumber- 
ed defending armies fought to a halt 
the latest full-scale enemy offensive. 


The communique said that on re- 


commendation of MacArthur Presi- 
dent Manuel Quezon of the Philippine 
Commonwealth had awarded distin- 
guished Service Stars of the Philip- 
pines to Major Richard K. Suther- 
land, chief of staff and Brig. Gen. 
Richard J. Marshal, deputy chief of 
staff of MacArthur's forces.

First Division 
of Defense 


Home Units Must- 
Form Protective 
Wing for Area 


The first division o£ volunteer acti- 


vities In Civilian Defense thnt is first 
to function is the protective wing. The 
enrolled volunteers in tFils clnssifica- 
tion must be thoroughly trained and 
must bo available to act in emergen- 
cies. "Volunteer" is used herein as 
a person who gives service without 
enumeration. The protection division 
of the Civilian Defense Council in- 
cludes the following volunteer work- 
er group: Air Raid Warden; Auxiliary 
Police, Bomb Squads, Auxiliary Fire- 
men, 
Fire Watchers, The Medical 


Corps, Rescue Squads, Nurses' Aides 
Corps, Staff Corps, Messengers, Driv- 
ers Corps, Emergency Food and Hous- 
ing Corps, Decontamination Corps, 
Demolition and Clearance Crews, Road 
Repair Creks. To adequately staff this 
protection division there must be in 
the City of Hope, alone, 796 thorough- 
ly trained volunteer citizens. To nc- 
hicve this goal approximately 3 or 4 
times this number must be register- 
ed so thnt qualified volunteers can 
be selected and trained. 


So thnt nil citizens might thorough- 


ly understand the functions of the 
volunteer group enumerated above the 
"Icmpstoad County Defense Council 
will release to the local press CJich 
day an explanation of one of the 
groups. Readers lire urged to snve 
.his scries of portrayals so that they 
can be a source of quick reference 
as to the training nnd expected func- 
tions of each enumerated division 
of the protective wing of the Hcmp- 
'itcad County Defense Council. 


Today's release deals with the first 


group, the Air Raid Wardens. The 
remainder will follow each day in 
:hc order enumerated above. 


The Air Raid Warden is to many 


people the personal representative of 
Civilian Defense. He is not a police- 
man and does not have police po- 
wers, but ho usually functions as a 
iarl of the police force and with its 
help. 


An Air Raid Warden's post is or- 


ganized to serve a unit of 500 people. 
It is accessible and plainly marked. 
Since at least one person is always 
on duty, four Air Raid Wardens arc 
usually assigned to each post. 


The Air Raid Warden's duties in- 


clude: (1) Observing lighf.s showing 
during a blackout and warning oc- 
cupants of the building; (2) direct- 
ing persons in the street to shelter; 
(3) reporting to the control center 
any fallen bombs; (4) reporting fires 
to the control center and assisting in 
fighting incendiary bombs as soon as 
they fall; (5) detecting and reporting 
to the control center the presence 
if gas; (G) administering elementary 
first aid; (7) assisting victims in 
damaged buildings. 


The Air Raid Warden is chosen 


carefully. The position of Air Raid 
Warden may be filled cither by a 
man or woman, provided the person 
chosen is capable of performing the 
duties. One of the most important 
duties is to set an example of con- 
trolled activity and cool 
efficiency 


under all conditions. Training is giv- 
en all Air Raid Wardens in gas and 
fire-bomb defense, first aid, and gen- 
eral organisation of airoid ser- 
vices.
